A 
curious book for readers of books that are purely 
books and nothing else, is R. S. Charnock’s “ Ludus 
Patronymicus ; or, The Etymology of Curious Sur- 
names.” The author; however, had no mind to 
make a mere literary curiosity and relishing tid- 
bit. He thought “it might be acceptable for the 
purpose of enabling those burdened with objection- 
able names to discover their true orthography.” A 
cheap edition of what is perhaps the best of Gold- 
win Smith’s books, ‘Irish History and Irish Charac- | 
ter,” is to be issued for the use of “that class of 
the public’—some of the papers say with an air of | 
not being in the best of huamors—* whose historical | 
reading is very elementary in its nature.” To name 
the new books dealing with the Irish question 
would be to make a very long list ; but Mr. Smith’s 
is one that is very far from possessing only a local 
and temporary interest. The novels of the last 
month or two seem to be of no value. Lighter 
than a novel, and not unamusing, is B. W. L.'s 
“Corset and Crinoline,” an illustrated book, show- 
ing many of the female costumes of the times since 
the so-called Dark Ages.— Nation. 


Lapy Wattacer’s translation of “ Reminiscences 
of Felix Mendelssohn Bartholdy, an Artistic and 
Social Biography,” by Elise Polko, is announced for 
inimediate publication in London. 


MapameE Poncetet has expressed by letter, to the 
Academy of Sciences at Paris, her desire to honor 
the memory of her husband by giving annually 
a prize of 2500 francs for the best work treating of | 
mathematics, pure or applied, which shall have 
been published in the ten preceding years, either in 
France or in other countries. 
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We have received one of the advance sheets of 
Mr. William L. Stone’s “Memoirs and Letters and 
Journals of Major-General Riedesel, during his re- 
sidence in America; translated from the original 
German of Max Von Eelking.” These memoirs 
contain the most detailed and accurate history of 
Burgoyne’s campaign that has yet been published. 
Mr. Stone has made a minute examination of the 
topography of this campaign, aided hy the contem- 
porary British sketches. He finds that the face of 
the country has experienced no change, and that 
the term “Battle of Bemis’s Heights” is entirely 
erroneous as applied to the scene of the action. 
Mr. Stone’s contribution to revolutionary history 
will be looked for with interest by scholars. 


Tue Bishop of Natal has lately printed a transla- 
tion into the Zulu language of the first part of “ The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” which he has prepared for the 
use of the natives. He is proceeding with the re- 
mainder, the work being highly appreciated. 


Tre “Saturday Review” protests with a shudder 
at even the most remote possibility of ever witnessing

pose of bedaubing one another with fulsome lauda- 
tions, telling foolish little stories about each other’s 
books, stereotyping with formal exactness stale 
allusions to the objects of their society, and cring- 
ing before rank and position, in the manner in 
which the Royal Academicians fawn, flatter, prate, 
and cringe.

genius, showing that “‘ George Eliot” is not only one 
of the leading novelists of the day, but that she is 
entitled to take her place as one of the first poets of 


| our time. 


In a review, in the “ London Atheneum,” of the 
Countess Guiccioli’s book upon Lord Byron, the 
pedigree of the poet is very closely analyzed, and 
the conclusion arrived at is, that in default of a 
legitimate heir male, the ancient Barony of De 


| Burun fell into abeyance, the estates being divided 
|among the last Baron’s five daughters; that an 


illegitimate son, from whom descended Sir John 
Byron, to whom Henry VIII. gave Newstead Abbey, 
perpetuated the race; that in the reign of Charles I. 
there were seven brothers Byron, descendants of 
this illegitimate scion, the eldest of whom, in 1643, 
was created Baron Byron of Rochdale; that, dying 
without male issue, his title passed to his next 
brother; and that his widow, Pepys states, was, 
of Charles II., “the seventeenth mistress abroad.” 
It is probable that Byron, who was. very proud 


|of his family, was not acquainted with the fore- 


going “blots on his escutcheon.” His grandson, 
Baron Wentworth, in his own right, is second son 
of Ada, late Countess of Lovelace. 

Tue third volume of Guizot’s ‘Meditations on 
Christianity,” and two volumes ‘‘On Molecular and 
Microscopic Science,” by Mary Somerville, are soon 
to be published in England. 
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Tue Excusn Carptnats.—Mr. R. Folkstone Wil- | 
liams, author of several historical works, and re- 
puted author of “Shakspeare and his Friends,” 
and other romances, has in the press, in London, a 
new work which ought to be unusually interesting. 
It is “‘ Lives of the English Cardinals, from Nicho- 
las Breakspear, afterwards Pope Adrian IV., to 
Thomas Wolsey, Cardinal Legate, and Prime Minis- 
ter of Henry VIII.’’ Of these “Princes of the 
Church” the records are generally slight and few. | 
Some of the English cardinals were members of the 
Papal Privy Council at Rome, and others were 
diplomatists, exercising great power in various 
foreign countries. Pope Gregory VII. induced Wil- 
liam of Normandy to invade England, as a punish- | 
ment to the Anglo-Saxons for neglecting to pay 
Peter-pence. Among the English cardinals are 
Nicholas Breakspear, the only English Pope, A. D. 
1154-1159; La Poule, the only English Papal 
Chancellor; Boson Breakspear, the Pope’s nephew, 
Papal Secretary ; Herbert de Hoscham, Secretary to 
Thomas a Becket; Langton, who helped to wring 
Magna Charta from King John ; Curzon, legate with 
the Crusaders in the Holy Land ; Somercote; John 
of Toledo; Kilwardby, founder of the Black Friars 
in London; Langham, Treasurer to Edward IIL, | 
and Lord Chancellor; Eston; Repingdon, first the 
advocate of Wickliffe’s opinions, and finally their | 
persecutor; Hallam, Chancellor of Oxford; Beau- | 
fort, one of Shakspeare’s characters ; Kemp, ambas- | 
sador; Bourchier; Bainbridge; and Wolsey. To 
have rendered this work complete, there should have 
been added memoirs of Pole, York (son of the Pre- 
tender, and last of the direct royal line of Stuart), 
Weld, Acton, and Wiseman. The only British 
cardinal at present is Paul Cullen, R. C. Arch- | 
bishop of Dublin, who was Rector of the Irish 
Church in Rome for many years, is founder of the | 
R. C. University in Dublin, and was proclaimed | 
Cardinal in June, 1866, after Dr. Wiseman’s death, | 
and is the only Irish prelate who has been advanced | 
to that dignity since the Reformation. 

Zotv Lirexature.—The first volume of the 
“Nursery Tales, Traditions, and Histories of the 
Zulus, in their own Words, with a Translation into | 
English, and Noies,” by the Rev. Canon Calloway, |

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Tue “ Pall Mall Gazette,’’ in a long and pleasing 
account of Harvard College, records that Harvard 
was “‘the spoke where the first printing press, and 


\the colony was set up, in 1639, and where the 


‘Freeman’s Oath’ and the ‘ Bay Psalm Book,’ were 
first printed.” The notice concludes thus: “As 
we have already shown, or rather suggested, Har- 
vard has a history of which all Americans may be 
proud, and is an institution which reflects the 
highest credit upon its parent State. It is not a 
very grand place, when compared with Oxford or 
Cambridge, but then it is not fair to compare them. 
In the first place, America is a young country; in 
the second place, Harvard is not American in a large 
sense. Setting politics aside, America has no 
national institutions; it is a collection of provinces, 
each with museums, colleges, public libraries, and 
other institutions of its own. There is no point-of 
centralization, no metropolis. Harvard, therefore, 
is merely the university of Massachusetts, and as 
such is remarkable enough to excite our admiration 
and even our surprise. The list of professors is 
certainly most remarkable. We have already 
mentioned Agassiz, Wyman, and Gray, to which 
may be added Lowell, the author of the ‘ Biglow 
Papers,’ vice Longfellow, resigned ; Peirce, the mathe-. 
matician, who has also a European reputation ; and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, who is professor of anatomy 
—Autocrat of the Dissecting Table.”

OBITUARY, 

Mr. Joun CRAWFORD, a most distinguished Oriental 
scholar and ethnologist, died in London, on May 11, 
in his eighty-fifth year. He went to India in 1803, 
in a medical capacity, and there acquired a fami- 
liar knowledge of the Malay language, and was 
appointed to fill various diplomatic offices in the 
island of Java, conquered by the British in 1811. 
In the next six years he collected materials for his 
“History of the Indian Archipelago,” which was 

ublished in 1820. His subsequent works were ac- 
counts of his visits, as British Envoy, to Siam, 
Cochin China, and Burmah; a primer and diction- 
ary of the Malay language; and a descriptive dic- 
tionary of Malay and the languages of the Philip- 








pine Archipelago. He retired from public life a |

It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions | 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dantet A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel, 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work.
